This Office Action is a response to Applicant's response/Remarks after FINAL 
filed on June 7, 2004. 

5. The rejection of claims 1-9 made under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kaimal et al. ("Modification of vegetable oils by lipase catalyzed 
interesterification," Journal of Oil Technologist 's Association of India, Jan-March 2-10, 
1989) for reasons of record stated in the Final Office Action dated February 4, 2004 is 
maintained. 

Applicant's remarks filed June 7, 2004 with respect to this rejection of record, 
have been fully considered but are unpersuasive for reasons of record stated in the 
Final Office Action dated February 4, 2004. 

Applicant asserts that Kaimal et al. does not teach at least 45.5 mol % of omega 
6 polyunsaturated fatty acid. Note that omega 6 polyunsaturated fatty acids taught in 
Kaimal et al. is not limited to linoleic acid. Other omega 6 polyunsaturated fatty acids 
are known to be present in many vegetable oils in Kaimal et al.
